William Kelley, the white b u rglar, 
who was captu red b y Bert Meredith 
in the rear of his home on West Ninth 
street, Christmas eve and tu rned over 
to the police, and who was later iden­ 
tified b y Mrs. Ben L. Smith, as tne 
thief she saw at the foot of her b ed in 
her room on the same night, today 
plead gu ilty in the circu it cou rt to the 
two charges of b u rglary, and b u rglary 
and larceny, on wdiich he was indic­ 
ted b y the grand ju ry, and was sen­ 
tenced iv Ju dge Sparks to prison for a 
term of from two to fou rteen years. 
Kelley was taken into cou rt at 1 :30 
this afternoon b y Sheriff Bainb ridge. 
Upon b eing asked b y the cou rt as to 
w hat he had to say to the charges, lie 
replied that he was gu ilty and that he 
wou ld throw himself on the mercy of 
the cou rt. 
He had employed no cou n­ 
sel and was represented b y Gates Sex­ 
ton, the attorney for the 
cou nty. 
Kelley explained his presence in the 
hou se b y stating that lie was \lru u k 
and did not know what he was doing. 
Upon learning that the prisoner was 
twenty-five years old. Ju dge Sparks 
gave [lim au indeterminate sentence 
of from two to fou rteen years 111 the 
reformatory at Jeffersonville. 
Kelley was led hack to jail and npon 
reaching his cell nroke down and wept. 
He will b e taken to prison the first of 
the week.

It is the general im­ 
pression. however, that Governor Han­ 
ly will appoint some Democrat who is 
on terms of more intimate friendship 
with him than is Qu iu tn. 
Friends of ex-Staie Senator Eb en H. 
Wolcott, who was one of the origins | 
tors of the railway commission b ill, 
are asking for a position for him. He 
hails from Governor Hanly’s district 
and has b een one of his personal and 
political followers for eeveral years. 
John Clare of New Alb any and W. J. 
Wood of Evansville are applicants for 
the memb ership that will lie given to 
some Democrat. C. B. Riley, secretary 
of the Indiana Grain Dealers' associa­ 
tion, is an applicant for the secretary­ 
ship of the commission, which pays 
$2,500 a year. 
Fred Barrows of Oon- 
nersville, chairman of the Fayette 
cou nty "Repu b lican 
committee, 
and 
Elijah Perry, chairman of the Tipton 
cou nty Repu b lican committee, are also 
applicants for places on the commis­ 
sion. The scramb le promises to b ring 
into action many of the party leaders 
who are b eing asked for indorsements 
j b y the host of applicants, b u t those 
who know Governor Hanly’s disposi­ 
tion to act on his own ju dgment do not 
b elieve'it will do anyone any good to 
attempt to b ring pressu re to b ear on 
him.

Tie pass. The retirement u nqu estion 
ab ly cost the Ru ssians dear in the 
matter of su pplies and heavy gu ns. 
Neither commanders nor correspond 
ents have yet vent u rea to estimate the 
nu mb er killed or wou nded in the elev 
en days of fighting 
Th* 
Ru ssian cas­ 
u alties in the fighting Tu esday on the 
left flank are said to have b een fu lly 
7,000.

He w ill appoint the cfty 
attorney, board of health, city civil 
engineer, fill all vacancies in council 
ranked by death or resignation, and 
through his appointed 
hoards 
and 
officers, 
dictate ex penditures of all 
money appropriated by cooncil. 
The 
necessity of the rig h t kind of a Mayor 
is apparent, especially as upon his 
ability, honesty and fairness w ill de­ 
pend the kind of a city governm ent 
we shall have for four years. 


NEW LAW ON HIGHWAYS 


Some Important Changes Made by the 
Codification Commission. 
Indianapolis, March 9.—The codifi­ 
cation commission’s bill 
on 
public 
highways has been signed by Governor 
Hanly. 
The new law provides that 
people raa> vote for or against pro­ 
posed road improvements. 
The code 
originally prohibited the working out 
of road tax es, but this was inserted 
before it was adopted. 
The Long bill 
providing for transfer of surplus coun­ 
ty and township funds to the school 
fund to enable poor localities to hold 
longer term s of school was signed to­ 
day, as was the bill to increase the 
per diem of county superintendents 
from $4 to $4.5 0 a day. 
It is said, 
however, that the governor will veto 
Senator Carl Wood’s bill for a new 
judicial district to be composed of 
Jackson and Scott counties. 
The bill 
was rendered defective because an­ 
other creating a separate judicial dis­ 
trict of Fountain county makes it the 
5 1st and there cannot be two districts 
with the same numoer. 
The governor 
is engrossed with bills brought down 
during the closing days of the session 
and will probably not dispose of all 
of them before the latter part of the 
week. 


Columbus, Seymour. North Vernon 
and Bedford are in a lively fight for 
the location of the proposed south­ 
eastern Indiana hospital for the in­ 
sane, Senator Carl Wood of Seymour 
who was here today, says that by locat­ 
ing it at Seymour the state would 
save $15 ,000 over what it would cost to 
erect the institution near Columbus, 
as proposed by Representative Spring­ 
er of Bartholomew county. 
Seymour 
has an ex cellent location for the insti­ 
tution within BOO feet of the Baltimore 
& Ohio and Indiana Southern roads. 
Senator Wood thinks that Seymour 
and North Vernon are the only cities 
in the district that can comply with 
the provisions of the taw relating to 
railway facilities. 
The hospital bill 
was originally introduced by Senator 
Wood, who is a Democrat, but it bears 
the name of Senator Newhouse. a Re­ 
publican. 
Representative 
Springer 
introduced a similar measure in the 
house, but it is said that he and Sena­ 
tor Newhouse copied the Wood bill. 
Springer is trying to line up the Re­ 
publican leaders for Columbus, and it 
is the impression that he will suc­ 
ceed. 
Lieutenant 
Governor 
Miller, 
who is still here rounding up the legis­ 
lative work, resides in Columbus and 
will use his influence to have the hos­ 
pital located there. 
Governor Hanly 
has not yet appointed the commission 
to locate the institution, but will prob- 
baly do so nex t week. 


There is every prospect of a hot 
fight developing in the election of a 
commander of the Indiana G A. R. at 
the 26 th annual ’> ;eim pm ent of the 
departm ent of « ndiana to be held at 
Madison beginning June 14 
Three 
candidates are already in the field and 
other 
announcements 
are 
ex pected 
shortly. 
Former State Senator J. M. 
Barlow of Plainfield has begun his can­ 
vass. 
He is known as a hustler and 
his friends are saying that he will win 
if he continues to put into practice 
the fine points that he learned while 
in active politics 
D. M. Tackett of 
Greensburg anu -» erome Musser of 
Anderson are the other candidates. 
Both have served term s as senior vice 
commander and have wide acquaint­ 
ance among G. A. R. men in the state.

A comparison of the ex penditures 
of the house and senate during the 
recent legislature shows that the sen­ 
ate was more ex travagant than the 
lewer branch. 
The total ex penditures 
by the senate was $6 0,07 3.8 2; by the 
house $6 7 ,47 6 .7 2. but it must be re­ 
membered that there are twice as 
many members in the house. The sen­ 
ate's bill shows that for the printing 
of the codification bills alone $4,7 7 6 .6 9 
was spent. The contract that the state 
printer has with the state for printing 
legislative bills calls for the printing 
of 200 copies of each bill, 
instead of 
ordering 200 copies of each of the six 
codification bills the senate, according 
to the financial budget, ordered 
2.000 
copies of each bill or a total of 
12.000 
copies. 
Two hundred copies of each 
codification bill were sent over to the 
house, the house having ordered none 
of the bills printed. This left the sen 
ate with 1,8 00 to dispose of. The rec­ 
ords show that the bills were sent 
broadcast 
over 
the 
state, 
nearly 
every county clerk receiving a number 
of them. 
In the office of the county 
clerk of Marion county is a stack of 
them, it is said. 
The sending out of 
bills in this manner is not compulsory, 
say state officials In the bureau of 
public printing. 
The senate’s bill for 
postage is out of proportion to that 
of the house. 
With a membership of 
fifty the senate spent $4 more for 
postage than did the house with a 
membership of 100. 


A SHORT TRIAL 


The Chadwick Case Is Almost Ready 
for the Argument. 
Cleveland, Ohio. March 9.—The case 
of the government against Mrs. Chad­ 
wick was completed yesterday after­ 
noon. 
The entire afternoon session 
of the court was taken up by the in­ 
troduction of evidence of character, 
deposit slips, books of the bank and 
two letters written by Mrs. Chadwick 
to Beckwith and Spear. 
The most important point made by 
the state in its entire case was gained 
when District Attorney Sullivan, after 
a hard fight with the attorneys for the 
defense, secured the admission as evi­ 
dence of two drafts aggregating $8 0.- 
000 issued by the Oberlfn bank in fa­ 
vor of Mrs. Chadwick Aug. 24. 1903. 
On this same date Mrs. Chadwick ob­ 
tained from the bank a certified check 
for $ 12,500. and Receiver Lyon testi­ 
fied that there was nothing on the 
books of the bank to show that at the 
tim e of receiving the drafts and the 
check Mrs. Chadwick had a cent of 
money in the bank or was in any way 
entitled to credit. 
The drafts were 
entered on the books of the bank one 
month and five days after being issued. 
During this time the books of the 
Oberlin bank showed that the money 
was held to its credit at the Importers 
and Traders National bank In New 
York, while it was in reality in the 
possession of Mrs Chadwick. 
It is belfeved that only a part of to­ 
day's session of the court will be re­ 
quired for the witnesses for the de­ 
fense. and that the attorneys will com­ 
mence their argum ents late this after­ 
noon.

New York Street Railway Conditions 
Becoming Normal. 
New York. March 9.—A very decid­ 
ed improvement in the conditions of 
traffic on tbe subway and elevated 
railroads marked ihe second day of 
tbe strike of the employes of the Inter­ 
borough company. 
This was especial­ 
ly so on the subway, on which by the 
time the evening rush hours came, 
ex press service had been establiahed 
and affairs had almost resumed their 
normal aspect. 
On the elevated lines 
service was more irregular, but con­ 
tinued to improve, especially on the 
Six th avenue line. 
There was prac­ 
tically no disoruer and only a few 
minor accidents .occurred during the 
day.

Association of Street and 
Electric Railway Employes, who de­ 
clared that he could account for every 
one of the men who had gone on strike 
and that there had been no sign of dis­ 
affection in the ranks.
